Cantaloupe listeria 
outbreak brings new 
lessons on safety 


Milwaukee 

Avoid foreign produce. Wash and 
peel your fruit. Keep it refriger- 
ated. None of these common tips 
would have guaranteed your safety 
against the deadliest food outbreak 
in a decade, the one involving can- 
taloupes from Colorado. 

Whether it’s sprouts or spinach, 
turkey or hamburger; whether the 
government conducted double, tri- 
ple or quadruple inspections, the 
truth is that no food will ever be 
completely free of risk. 

And a few foods have become 
so risky that certain people such as 
children, pregnant women and the 
elderly should avoid them altogeth- 
er until growers and the govern- 
ment figure out how to make them 
safer, some food experts say. 

So what should you do if you see 
cantaloupe on a salad bar or at the 
grocery store? Can you be sure all 
of the tainted stuff has been pulled 
from the market, since the last bad

What if no one knows where the 
cantaloupe was grown? 

“If the store can’t tell them or the 
restaurant can’t tell them, I would 
)t buy it at all,” said Chris Wal- 
drop, director of the Food Poli- 
cy Institute at the Consumer 
Federation of America. 
Laura Anderko, a 
Georgetown University 
public health expert, went 
a step further. 

“Honestly, as a nurse, 
I would tell people don’t 
eat the cantaloupe until 
this thing resolves 
itself,” she said. 

The federal Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, which has con- 
^ firmed 13 deaths and 72 ill- 
nesses in the outbreak so far, 
has not told people to stop buy- 
ing cantaloupe. 

“When in doubt, throw it out,” is 
the CDC’s advice to consumers who 
question a cantaloupe’s origin. 

Beyond that, each outbreak 
brings fresh lessons on how to 
make produce safer. And while 
some of these things aren’t guar- 


Smart Consuming 

Food experts offered new food 
safety tips Thursday: 

» Shop more often and consume 
fresh fruits and vegetables within a 
few days. This gives germs less 
chance to multiply and gives you 
more nutrients from your food, too. 
w Scrub melons under running 
water to rinse off any dislodged 
germs and let it dry before eating. 
w Keep the fridge cold to prevent 
germ growth — 40 degrees or lower. 
w Buying organic produce means 
less pesticide — not necessarily 
fewer germs. (AP) 


antees, they can cut the odds you’ll 
lose in the food safety lottery. 

The big picture is important, 
said Robert Gravani, a food scien- 
tist at Cornell University. A gazil- 
lion pounds of produce are con- 
sumed each day, and only a tiny 
fraction cause problems, he said. 

“I have a hard time saying, 
‘Don’t eat produce,’ because of all 
of the health benefits,” he said. 
“Everything we do has some degree 
of risk attached to it.” (ap)

Jurors hear guard 
say that pop singer 
was not responding 

Los Angeles 

The first bodyguard to reach 
Michael Jackson’s bedroom after 
the singer’s doctor called for help 
testified Thursday that he was told 
by the physician to gather medicine 
vials before calling 911. 

Alberto Alvarez said Dr. Con- 
rad Murray grabbed the vials from 
a nightstand next to Jackson, who 
was still in his bed. 

“He said, ‘Here, put these in a 
bag.’” Alvarez said of Murray. Alva- 
rez said at first he thought he was 
bagging the items in preparation 
for a trip to the hospital. 

Deputy District Attorney David 
Walgren showed Alvarez and jurors 
a vial of propofol while the body- 
guard was on the stand on the third 
day of Murray’s involuntary man- 
slaughter trial. 

Prosecutors are attempting 
to show Murray delayed calling 
authorities on the day the King 
of Pop was found lifeless and was 


intent on concealing indications that 
he had been giving the singer doses 
of the surgical anesthetic. Murray 
has pleaded not guilty. 

Alvarez testified that Murray 
told him only that Jackson had a 
bad reaction. Walgren played Alva- 
rez’s 911 call for jurors. “He’s pump- 
ing the chest, but he’s not respond- 
ing to anything, sir,” Alvarez told 
the dispatcher, urging them to send 
an ambulance quickly. 

The burly Alvarez became emo- 
tional as the 911 call was played for 


jurors. Jackson’s mother, Katherine, 
appeared distraught, and her son 
Randy put his arm around her. 

Alvarez said, after hanging up 
with dispatchers, he performed chest 
compressions on Jackson while Mur- 
ray gave the singer mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation. Alvarez recalled see- 
ing Murray at the hospital where 
Jackson was taken and sitting next 
to the emergency room. “I wanted 
him to make it,”’ Alvarez quoted 
Murray as saying. “I wanted him 
to make it.’” (ap)

Germany Backs Rescue Fund Expansion 


Critical vote secures 
a measure of euro 
stability, officials say 

Berlin 

Germany kept alive hopes that the 
17-nation euro currency can survive 
the sprawling debt crisis when law- 
makers in Europe’s largest econo- 
my voted on Thursday in favor of 
expanding the powers of the euro- 
zone’s bailout fund. 

The vote strengthened Chan- 
cellor Angela Merkel’s center-right 
coalition, which had struggled to 
win support from a bloc of rebel- 
lious members, and could bolster 


her ability to negotiate new Euro- 
pean crisis measures. 

While many investors and 
experts believe new steps will be 
required in Europe, such as let- 
ting Greece write off more of its 
debt pile, Germany’s approval of 
the fund’s new powers and scope 
was necessary to avoid a new bout 
of massive market turmoil. 

“The support of the Bundestag 
is an important step for stabilizing 
the eurozone,” Michael Kemmer, 
head of Germany’s Bank Federa- 
tion, told the news agency dapd. 
“With that, they have set a course 
that leads out of the debt crisis.” 

Greece was saved from default 
by a $149 billion bailout last year 


before the rescue fund was created 
to help countries in trouble. 

The $600 billion fund will be 
able to buy government bonds and 
lend money to banks and govern- 
ments before they are in a full- 
blown crisis, making Europe’s 
response to market jitters more 
rapid and pre-emptive. 

Germany, which pays the lion’s 
share of European bailouts, became 
the 13th member of the eurozone to 
support the expansion of the res- 
cue fund, the so-called European 
Financial Stability Facility. 

Austria is expected to pass the 
measure Friday, the same day Ger- 
many’s upper house of parliament 
is set to finalize Thursday’s vote.

France and the Euro- 
pean Central Bank, however, have 
voiced opposition to the idea, (ap) 


The Netherlands is expected to 
approve it next week. 

The biggest hurdle now is Slo- 
vakia, the last country to vote, 
where it will not have enough sup- 
port to pass if the junior coalition 
party leader follows through on 
threats to vote against it. Its vote 
is slated for October. 

The lingering problem, how- 
ever, is that investors are resigned 
to the fact that Greece will have to 
default — that is, impose tougher 
losses on its bondholders. 

Forging consensus over new 
measures — particularly some- 
thing as delicate as imposing more 
severe losses on Greece’s creditors 
— will likely be difficult, (ap)

NATO; Violence 
In Afghanistan 
Is Decreasing 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

International forces in Afghanistan 
released data Thursday showing 
violence trending downward, only 
a day after the U.N. reported con- 
siderably more clashes and attacks 
per month than last year. 

The new NATO statistics show 
that insurgent attacks fell 2 per- 
cent in the first eight months of 
the year compared with the same 
period last year, though roadside 
bomb activity — which includes 
explosions and attempted bomb- 
ings, —rose 25 percent. 

The U.N. report had found that 
the monthly average of clashes and 
attacks was nearly 40 percent high- 
er than last year. The U.N. mea- 
sured Taliban attacks as well as 
coalition assaults on insurgents. 

Still, both reports confirm the 
Taliban remain resilient, (ap)

Majd Mutlaq, a 21-year-old stu- 
dent, stood outside Abdul-Azim’s 
office with eggs and tomatoes. 
“We don’t want [Ford] anywhere 
in Syria, and if I ever see him, I 
will throw at him whatever I am 
carrying,” he said. 

The attack on Ford came five 
days after protesters threw eggs 
and stones at French Ambassador 
Eric Chevallier in Damascus. 

Tensions between the West and 
Syria have been rising for months. 
The U.N. estimates the crackdown

‘Delusions of Grandeur’ 

A plot to attack Washington using model planes would have failed, experts say

Boston 

Model airplanes are suddenly 
on the public’s radar as potential 
weapons of terror. 

A Muslim American from Bos- 
ton was arrested Wednesday and 
accused of plotting to attack the 
Pentagon and the U.S. Capitol with 
remote-controlled model planes 
packed with explosives. 

These are not balsa-wood-and- 
rubber-band toys that investigators 
are talking about. The FBI said 
Rezwan Ferdaus hoped to use mili- 
tary-jet replicas, 5 to 7 1/2 feet long, 
guided by GPS devices and capa- 
ble of speeds over 100 mph. 

But counterterrorism experts 
and model-aircraft hobbyists said 
it would be nearly impossible to 
inflict large-scale damage using 
model planes: The aircraft are too 
small, can’t carry enough explosives 
and are too tricky to fly.

The estimated maximum cost to 
buy a small-scale F-4 Phantom, one 
ofthemodelairplanes considered 
for a terror plot foiled Wednesday, 
investigators said.

“The idea of pushing a but- 
ton and this thing diving into the 
Pentagon is kind of joke, actu- 
ally,” said Greg Hahn, technical 
director of the Academy of Model 
Aeronautics. 

Rick Nelson, a former Navy heli- 
copter pilot, said Ferdaus would 
have had to hit a window or other 
vulnerable area to maximize dam- 
age, requiring precision flying. 

“Flying a remote-controlled 
plane isn’t as easy as it actually 
looks, and then to put an explosive 
on it and have that explosive deto- 
nate at the time and place that you 
want it add to the difficulty of actu- 
ally doing it,” said Nelson, a senior 


On the Radar 

Remote-controlled aircraft 
have been considered by terror- 
ists before. In 2008, Christopher 
Paul of Ohio pleaded guilty to 
plotting terrorist attacks in the 
U.S. and Europe using explosive 
devices. Prosecutors said he 
researched remote-controlled 
boats and a 5-foot-long remote- 
controlled helicopter. 

After Sept. 11, federal agents 
asked the Academy of Model 
Aeronautics’ 143,000 members 
to watch for any fellow enthusi- 
asts who might be buying planes 
with bad intentions. 

Well before the Wednes- 
day arrest of Rezwan Ferdaus in 
a suspected terror plot involv- 
ing model planes, Montgom- 
ery County police warned hobby 
shops to watch for customers 
“who don’t appear to be hobby- 
ists" buying model planes with 
cash and asking how they can be 
modified to carry a device, (ap) 


fellow at the Center for Strategic 
and International Studies. 

Ferdaus’ plan, court papers said, 
was to launch three such planes 
and direct them toward the Penta- 
gon and Capitol, where they would 
detonate on impact and blow the 
Capitol dome to “smithereens.” He 
planned to use 5 pounds of explo- 
sives per plane, prosecutors said. 

James Crippin, an anti-terrorism 
expert, said that much C-4 could 
do serious damage — a half-pound 
will obliterate a car. 

But he said that getting a stable 


explosive like C-4 to blow up at the 
right time would have been huge- 
ly difficult, and that the Pentagon 
and Capitol are undoubtedly forti- 
fied to withstand explosions. 

“Basically, I think he’s suffering 
from delusions of grandeur,” said 
Crippin, director of the Western 
Forensic Law Enforcement Train- 
ing Center. 

The Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration is devising new rules for 
model airplanes and other such air- 
craft, but the restrictions are pri- 
marily to prevent collisions. 



The Suspect 

Rezwan Ferdaus, 26, a U.S.-born 
citizen of South Asian background, 
intended to launch three small GPS- 
guided aircraft from East Potomac 
Park— two against the Pentagon 
and one against the Capitol, accord- 
ing to a plan he gave the FBI. Fer- 
daus, who holds a physics degree 
from Northeastern University, was 
arrested Wednesday in Framing- 
ham, Mass., after federal agents 
posing as al-Qaeda members deliv- 
ered what he thought was 24 pounds 
of C-4 explosive, officials said. He 
was charged with attempting to 
damage or destroy a federal build- 
ing with explosives. Ferdaus had ac- 
quired one remote-controlled F-86 
Sabre model, the FBI said, (twp/ap) 


Massachusetts prosecutor Gerry 
Leone, who handled the prose- 
cution of would-be shoe bomber 
Richard Reid, said terrorists are 
always attempting to build bombs 
out of common items, and impos- 
ing restrictions on buying model 
aircraft would not make sense sim- 
ply because of this one case. 

Similarly, Rep. John Mica, 
R-Fla., chairman of the House 
Transportation and Infrastructure 
Committee, said the answer is bet- 
ter intelligence, not regulations. 

“Kids have them, people fly 
them, groups are organized just 
to engage in this type of pastime 
activity,” Mica said. “It would be 
almost impossible to regulate the 
little engines and things, propel-

Poets in Motion 

Eavesdropping is a fantastic way to Learn something 
while riding the train. But what’s a curious mind 
supposed to do when no one is saying a word? 
“There’s a quiet Metro culture in D.C.,’’ says Lucy 
Burnett, co-founder of Knowledge Commons D.C., 
a new project designed to promote free lessons 
"taught anywhere, by anyone, for everyone." 


One of the spaces KCDC is hoping 
to turn into a classroom is the 
city’s public transportation system. 
Burnett has developed a series of 
poetry readings and workshops 
called “Readers and Riders.” It 
debuted over four Sundays in 
June, and a second series will start 
this Sunday with Yael Flusberg 
at 4 p.m. at L’Enfant Plaza (and 
headed on the Green Line toward 
Greenbelt). 

Flusberg’s work deals with 


gentrification, which she’ll 
be discussing while traveling 
through her Columbia Heights 
neighborhood on the way to Fort 
Totten, where participants will 
disembark for a writing exercise 
on the platform. The unusual 
venue appeals to the 42-year-old 
Flusberg, who has never owned a 
car. “I can combine my love of the 
written word with my love of public 
transportation,” she says. 

Since the prospects of loud 


announcements and a bumpy 
journey don’t bother her, there isn’t 
much else to worry about, explains 
Burnett. “We checked the laws. 
We’re not selling anything, and 
we’re not amplified,” she says. 

Instead of 
getting arrested, 
they plan to arrest 
the attention of 
the unintended 
audience and those 
who are there 
intentionally. (If you 
want to be part of 
that group, you can 
register at Knowledgecommonsdc. 
org.) At the earlier readings, 
leaders were surprised by how 
quickly the combined crowd took 
to the event, even on crowded 
trains where listeners were 
jammed together. 

“I wondered if they were 
thinking, ‘Oh, no, I picked the 
poet train,”’ says Suzanne Zweizig, 
whose fears were allayed as soon as 
she started reading and everyone 
around her laughed and nodded. 

It wasn’t just the random rider 
experience that she managed to 
shift, but also her own perception 
of what a trip could become. “I 
started seeing the Metro as a place 
of more possibility,” she says. 

Burnett sees potential for using 
the forum for future projects, 
including reading groups for 
people with long commutes. And 
Buck Downs, who in June became 
the first poet to lead a group, 
was so inspired by the reaction 
that he organized Platmob, a 
group dedicated to bringing 
brief, impromptu poetry readings 
to Metro platforms. (Follow 
@PlatMobDC to find out when 
the next one will pop up.) 

Sounds more entertaining than 
trying to listen in on nonexistent 
conversations — and much more 
enlightening.

The Redskins were presented with 
a golden opportunity in the first 
quarter of Monday’s game against 
Dallas.

Two Tim Hightower runs for a

“If you get down 
there and put the ball in the end 
zone, you don’t have to worry about 
getting beat by field goals.”

And so, the question at the out- 
set of the postseason is: Can any- 
one stop the Phillies? 

And in answering that ques- 
tion, we offer a number: 3.5. And 
what is the significance of 3.5? It 
is the number of runs the Phillies 
must average — a modest, highly 
achievable number — to run the 
table in the postseason. 

How do we know that? Well, we 
don’t, of course. But the evidence is 
clear. A year ago, the San Francisco 
Giants — a team that, like the 2011 
Phillies, was built around starting 
pitching — won the World Series 
with an offense that averaged just 
3.9 runs per game in the postsea- 
son. They did that, of course, with 
pitching — by allowing an average 


of only 2.7 runs per game. 

If anything, the 2011 Phillies 
pitching staff is even better than 
that of the 2010 Giants, posting 
a season ERA (3.02) that is more 
than a third of a run lower and 
issuing a total of 174 fewer walks 
over the course of the season. So 
if anything, the Phillies need even 
less offense to win. 

There are good teams in this 
postseason that are scrambling to 
cobble together a rotation behind 
their ace (the Yankees, behind CC 
Sabathia), and teams that are fac- 
ing tough questions about the sta- 
tus of would-be aces (the Rays, 
with struggling lefty David Price). 
And there are teams deep enough 
in pitching that they can start a 
13- or 14-game winner in Game 4 
(the Brewers, with Randy Wolf; the 
Rangers, with Colby Lewis). 

But no one else can do what 
the Phillies can: send an ace to 
the mound any time they want.

You Buy 

Inspectors give critical 
advice on home purchases 

Sales 

For prospective homebuyers, the inspec- 
tion can be one of the most daunting parts 
of the purchasing process. But it may save 
many homeowners from falling for beauti- 
fully renovated money pits. 

“We oftentimes are likened to superhe- 
roes, in that we go in there and help people 
in ways that others can’t,” says Curtis S. Niles 
Sr., the president of the Minneapolis-based 
National Association of Home Inspectors, 
which has roughly 2,000 members across 
the country and is dedicated to training and 
supporting certified home inspectors. “While 
we are relieved when we hear this, you have 
to have realistic expectations of what a per- 
son can check.” 

An inspector can help you understand 
whether that crack in the ceiling is a simple 
cosmetic fix or whether it will empty your 
wallet. However, despite their excellent capa- 
bilities, inspectors don’t have X-ray vision and 
may not find problems buried deep inside 
your dream home. 

The best way to ensure that you’re mak- 
ing a sound investment (costs can range from 
$300 to $500 per inspection, according to 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development) is to do your homework before 
inspection day. Before you choose a company, 
ask for a sample inspection report so

you know what the inspector will 
look for. Also, find out whether 
the report will include photos — 
you can use them to bargain for a 
lower selling price. 

Most homebuyers will make 
their offer contingent on the inspec- 
tion, allowing them to back out 
of the deal if too many problems 
turn up. But how do you determine 
which issues are true red flags? 
Typically, an experienced inspector 
can help you figure that out. 

Cracks, often found dur- 
ing inspections, are usually not 
worrisome if they are found at a 
45-degree angle on a stress point, 
such as a doorway. 

“A lot of homeowners don’t real- 
ly know what to make of cracks in 
the walls. When your home starts to 
settle after construction, it’s going 
to move a bit, and when it does, 
these cracks develop, particularly 
at stress points,” Niles says. 

However, if a crack runs horizon- 
tally or along the basement wall, you 
may want to reconsider your offer. 
“Those cracks are more of a con-

cern because it can be structural in 
nature,” Niles says. In other words, 
the problem is probably more than 
just a cosmetic fix and could come 
with a hefty repair bill. 

Water in the basement is the 
issue that pops up most common- 
ly during Washington-area inspec- 
tions, says Alan Beal, the president 
of Mid-Atlantic Inspection Servic- 
es (4605 Windsor Lane, Bethesda; 
202-607-4153; Midatlanticinspec- 
tions.com). Though water issues 
can be very expensive to fix, they 
don’t have to be deal-breakers. 

“I went to a house this morn- 
ing where they had been [sporad- 
ically] getting water in the base- 
ment,” Beal said. It turns out, “the 
gutters were clogged. All they had 
to do was change the downpipe 
extension [which carries rainwa- 
ter down the side of the house and 
away from the property], and no 
more problem.” 

First-time homebuyers Mike 
and Denise Hoffman put in sever- 
al offers and paid for four differ- 
ent inspections (on three different 
properties) before they finally set- 
tled on their Capitol Hill townhouse 
this summer. Though four inspec- 


tions may seem excessive, the Hoff- 
mans say it prevented them from 
purchasing a home that would 
have required an overwhelming 
amount of repairs — which they 
weren’t prepared to make. 

Soon after beginning their 
search, they found a “gorgeous” 
rowhouse in Eckington. The own- 
ers had warned them about heat- 
ing problems, yet the Hoffmans 
remained “excited but nervous” 
about the inspection. That is, until 
they received the report. 

They learned that the space 
heaters in every room (except the 
basement) were a definite red flag 
because they likely signaled a need 
for costly heating and ventilation 
repairs. The inspector also found 
major problems with the plumb- 
ing and electricity. The Hoffmans 
were told the waste pipe lead- 
ing to the downstairs toilet could 
explode at any moment due to tiny 
cracks, and the wiring also need- 
ed to be completely redone. Their 
total bill for repairs was estimat- 
ed at $80,000. 

“That’s when I wanted to cry,” 
remembers Denise Hoffman, 28, an 
economist. Still, they didn’t back

out right away. Instead, they tried 
to renegotiate the contract with a 
lower offer to account for the expen- 
sive fixes outlined in the inspection 
report. However, the seller wasn’t 
willing to drop the price, so the 
Hoffmans walked away. 

The experience taught them 
to look beyond the aesthetics of 
a house and to focus more on its 
nuts and bolts. 

“[The inspector’s] recommen- 
dation was: ‘Look at what I put 
forward as the tip of the iceberg.’ 
He only spends three hours in the 
house,” said Mike Hoffman, 28, 
a writer at Gannett Government 
Media Corp. 

First-time homebuyers Steph- 
anie Horne and Erik Plith also 
learned a great deal from their 
inspection. They had sought 
an older home, but both knew 
that a house with “character” 
could mean excessive mainte- 
nance bills. 

“It’s very intimidating the first 
time you buy a home, and we were 
looking at historic homes, so we 
knew things could happen. I was 
very nervous and a littie bit hesitant 
[about the inspection],” says Horne, 


29, a management analyst. 

Though they love the Capitol 
Hill rowhouse they eventually set- 
tled on and praised their inspec- 
tor for walking them through the 
process, the couple did have a few 
unwelcome guests after they moved 
in in June. They wish the inspector 
would have pointed out potential 
holes in the walls through which 
rats could enter. 

“We found that, especially on 
the Hill, where most of the hous- 
es are connected, they literally 
run underneath the houses, so one 
person tries to get rid of them and 
they just move on to the next,” says 
Plith, 32, an attorney. “Apparent- 
ly, it’s common there.” 

As Plith (and practically any 
homeowner) knows, no property 
is perfect. Every inspector is like- 
ly to find something wrong; the 
silver lining is that most inspec- 
tors want to help. 

“Don’t be afraid to ask ques- 
tions. We like to tell people we are 
their advocate,” Beal says. “We are 
going to evaluate the house and tell 
them what’s going on ... so they can 
make an informed decision about

On Display 


Unless you live at the House of Swe- 
den, with its floor-to-ceiling glass 
walls, leaving your windows uncovered 
could make them look, well, naked. The 
perched-on-the-Potomac embassy building 
can get away with it. But your place? 
Probably not so much.

“Almost any window deserves some sort of dressing,” 
says Sandra Meyers, the owner of Sandra Meyers Design 
Studio in Rockville (301-929-9788; Sandrameyersdesign. 
com). “Sometimes they add this wonderful coziness to a 
room; sometimes they just finish off the space.” 

And “dressing” is a great way to refer to the sub- 
ject, Meyers adds. “A window treatment 
is basically clothing for windows. Any- 
where from simple to outrageous, win- 
dow treatments can make a room or 
break a room.” 

Appearances aside, they’re also func- 
tional, helping to block sunlight and 
unwanted peepers — such as those 
belonging to overly curious neighbors. 

Like clothes, window treatments come in (or can 
be tailored to) all shapes and sizes. Drapes, curtains, 
blinds, shutters, shades and sheers — or any combina- 
tion thereof — are the most common coverings, and 
each creates a different look. The combination of drap- 
ery and sheers (translucent fabric panels that can stand 
alone or with heavier drapes) are often found in living 
rooms, while draperies and shades make better mates 
in bedrooms because the shades provide more privacy, 
Meyers says. 

High-traffic and stain-prone areas such as kitchens 
and bathrooms are more likely to have shutters, shades 
or blinds because they’re easier to clean. 

The first step in outfitting your windows is picking 
a color scheme and deciding on the room’s overall look, 
since the window treatment makes a major contribu- 
tion. “Everything needs to work seamlessly together,” 
Meyers says. 

Whether you want to minimize width or fake height, 
you can rely on casement couture. We asked Meyers to 
help us design the perfect ensemble. Stephanie kanowitz 



Undergarments: 

Sheers, Shades, Blinds 

“It’s wonderful to Layer treatments with texture or 
color," Meyers says. “It's Like putting a camisole 
or tee under a wonderful jacket or blouse." In a 
Layered Look, sheers, shades or blinds serve as the 
first Layer closest to the window. Although each 
can stand alone as a dressing, the pieces add in- 
terest when paired with other items. Meyers turns 
to Ellen Goodman at Blinds for Less in Vienna 
(703-938-8304, GoodmanbLindsforLess.com) 
for her selection of Hunter Douglas Fiji woven 
shades ($185-$316), above, and Rockville Interiors 
(301-424-1900, RockviLLeinteriors.com) for cus- 
tomizable motorized Roman shades, which stack 
on themselves when raised, rather than rolling 
smoothly. Motorized shades are hard-wired into 
your electrical system and can be controlled with 
a remote ora switch. 




“People are using a Lot of Linen and 
patterned Linen Lately," Meyers 
says. Examples include the orange 
and white Climbing Vines Curtain 
at Anthropologie, Left and right 
($108-$168, Anthropologie.com). 
Sheers, such as West Elm’s Silk 
Paisley Window Panel ($49-$79, 
WesteLm.com), are less expensive 
similar options. 
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Size/Fit: Mounting 

Window treatments can make small windows or rooms look bigger, 
Meyers says. Mounting a shade or other treatment five inches above 
the window frame can elongate the appearance of the window, and 
adding drapery panels can make a window look wider. “It creates 
an additional layer, and it lifts the whole room," she says. “Instead 
of being this little something on the wall, the window becomes 
this architectural detail." To help the material hang evenly, attach 
drapery pins to the back of the panels and then attach the pins to the 
rings, Meyers recommends. She likes to use Wamsutta Heavy-Duty 
Hooks for Traverse Rods ($4 for a set of 14, Bedbathandbeyond. 
com), left, and Linden Street Clip Rings ($32 for 14, Jcpenney.com).

Pants: Drapery Panels 

“I like all of my draperies to break, not puddle; puddling 
means they pool up on the bottom and there’s a big 
mound of drapery" on the floor, Meyers says. “Drapery 
panels need to touch the floor or have a quarter- to a 
half-inch break, which means they will pool slightly. 

... It’s basically like having your slacks ever so slightly 
break at your shoe." Silks and linens, such as the 
Slubby Linen Drapery Panels at Gore Dean ($105 
per yard, Goredean.com), have a natural wrinkle to 
them. For something crisper, Meyers recommends the 
Mystique Grommet Panels by Chris Madden, right 
($50 to $80; Jcpenney.com). 




Accessories: Rods, Tiebacks 

To keep draperies and sheers in place, you need the right accessories. 
A rod holds up the panels, while tiebacks flanking the material keep 
it off the glass.

Early 20th-century 
houses made from kits 
get creative updates for 
modern-day residents

Imagine purchasing all of the elements 
that go into building a house — pre-cut 
boards, nails, hinges, doorknobs, pipes, 
wiring, shingles, etc. — by mail, and 
then using a detailed, 75-page instruc- 
tion book to put them together yourself. 
Then imagine that you did such a good 
job of it that 80 years later, the house is 
not only standing and functional, but 
it’s also coveted by home buyers. 

That’s the novelty of the Sears “kit” 
home, a product that was common in 
the Washington area during the early 
part of the last century. Today, thou- 
sands of the homes can be found in 
Arlington County, Alexandria, Silver 
Spring, and the District’s Chevy Chase 
and Palisades neighborhoods. 

Although it takes a trained eye to 
tell whether a house is made from a kit, 
residents who own them say they’re 
more solid and well-built than many 
others constructed around the same 
time. The houses’ charming facades 
evoke an iconic image of America, 
and many of their owners have found 
creative ways to transform the origi- 
nal collection of rooms to meet mod- 
ern needs without completely compro- 
mising the original character they fell 
in love with. 

The interior beams and rafters in 
Ed Sutherland’s 1918 Del Ray bungalow 
“look like they were carved out of trees,” 
he said. He bought his home in 1999 
for $300,000 from the original owner, 
who recalled how his father and uncle 
built it themselves. He has since refin- 
ished the oak floors and restored the 
round columns out front. “It’s as orig- 
inal as I could keep it,” he said. 


Kit houses were a decidedly early 
20th-century phenomenon. The idea 
of selling a home’s parts by mail res- 
onated at a time when the population 
was swelling, labor was cheap, and 
home building was still relatively sim- 
ple. Dozens of companies were market- 
ing the homes, but Sears, which was in 
the business from 1908 to 1940, was the 
best known, which is why kit homes are 
often generically called “Sears hous- 
es.” In total, the company offered 370 
designs — ranging from bungalows 
(most common in this area) to Cape 
Cods and Tudors. Generally, they cost 
about two-thirds the price of a tradi- 
tional home. 

To many home buyers, it was a bar- 
gain. Sears’ 1928 “Van Jean” model 


home, a six-room Dutch Colonial, cost 
$2,636 — the equivalent of $34,826 in 
today’s dollars — for 25 tons of mate- 
rials that arrived on a railroad boxcar. 
Of course, that price tag didn’t include 
labor, but according to Rose Thornton, 
the author of several books on kit hous- 
es, roughly half of the buyers assem- 
bled the homes themselves. 

The Washington area once had three 
Sears sales centers where customers 
could examine models in person, which 
means it was one of the company’s big- 
gest markets, Thornton said. 

Today, Sears homes typically sell for 
anjrwhere from $500,000 to $1 million, 
depending on their condition. Nancy 
Hammond, an agent with Evers & Co., 
remembers selling a kit home in Pal- 
isades last year for $860,000 — and 
it didn’t have a finished basement 
or even air-conditioning. Part of the 
appeal, of course, is that the majority 
of kit homes are found in sought-after 
inner-ring suburbs.

Kit houses were constructed 
from lumber hewn from slow- 
growing virgin forest, mostly 
southern yellow pine and cypress, 
that was dense and heavy — utter- 
ly unlike most of the wood used in 
construction today and far more 
stable. Less tangibly, Thornton 
posits that homes built by family 
members for those they loved were 
constructed with extra care. 

Today’s owners say that they 
take pains to preserve the front 
exterior of their Sears homes but 
that they find the floor plan too 
small to meet today’s expecta- 
tions of increased space and light. 
So they rely on architectural cre- 
ativity to add a second floor or 
extend the house from the rear 
to make it work. 

In the District’s Palisades 
neighborhood, Lisa Racioppi dra- 
matically renovated her mother’s 
900-square-foot kit home rather 
than see it sold and torn down. 

“We sawed the house in half, 
almost,” Racioppi said. Although 
the front of the house is intact — 
including the wide porch and its 
iconic only-in-a-kit-home clus- 
ters of pillars in each corner — 
the home has been expanded on 
both sides, and the original back 
of the house is gone, replaced by a 
sunny, spacious family room. 

The home, now more than 
three times its original size, fea- 
tures a finished and expanded 
basement, a family room that 
opens onto the backyard and an

open kitchen. 

Bethesda architect Mark Mcln- 
turff says those are typical ren- 
ovations for kit homes. “They 
tend to be smaller houses — a 
large collection of small rooms,” 
said Mclnturff, who has worked 
on several kit homes. “I end up 
making them a smaller collec- 
tion of large rooms.” Plus, in the 
early 1900s, backyards were not 
used for relaxation, so retrofitting 
them for modern life means find- 
ing a way to connect the front of 
the house to the back. 

Racioppi managed to salvage a 
few elements from her old house, 
notably the original bath and 
plumbing fixtures, some floors 
and part of the staircase. But by 
and large, the house is almost an 
entirely new entity, one that’s airy 
and bright. 

“The contractors said it would 
have been cheaper and quicker to 
have demolished the whole thing, 
but I felt attached” to the house, 
Racioppi said. “I wanted it to look 
very familiar. We’re planning on 
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Staying a long time.” 

There are drawbacks to a kit 
home. Although made of sturdy 
materials, not all homes assem- 
bled by their owners were well 
put together. 

By the time Randall and Jean 
Caswell moved into their bunga- 
low in the Silver Spring neigh- 
borhood of Woodside Park, it had 
already been altered several times 
— and not necessarily in the most 
complimentary way. 

“The whole rear was an addi- 
tion but a very poorly designed 
one,” said Julia Caswell-Daitch, 
the couple’s daughter and an 
architect. The front porch had 
been turned into a sunroom — 
appealing from within but not 
particularly attractive on the out- 
side — and a second bedroom had 
been added upstairs, breaking up 
the long bungalow roofline. 

Caswell-Daitch set about try- 
ing to re-establish the home’s 


identity. With some digging, the 
family determined that the home 
was a 1924 Sears “Walton” model 
and examined the original floor 
plans to see exactly how it had 
been altered. “That gave us a few 
clues about how to add on to it,” 
Caswell-Daitch said. 

She designed a new front porch 
for the house, one based on a high- 
ly stylized arts-and-crafts model 
that included a broad terrace and 
trellises. The new facade brought 
the house into the yard and soft- 
ened the uneven line of the roof. 
Later, the family renovated the 
kitchen and added an elevator to 
the back of the house, to assist the 
Caswells as they got older. 

“It’s hugely different from 
the original plan,” said Caswell- 
Daitch. Like other Sears hom- 
eowners who have made major 
alterations, few would know their 
homes originated in a kit. amanda

Schooling 

An eco-friendly designer shares tips 
on sustainable baby roonn essentials 


Preparing for a baby’s arrival can be exciting and overwhelming all at 
once, especially when it comes to designing the nursery. 

“New parents want a beautiful, safe and healthy space, but don’t 
always know where to begin,” said Caroline McCandlish, 29, a Leader- 
ship in Energy and Environmental Design-certified residential design- 
er based in Reston, Va. 

Decorating the baby’s room with organic and sustainable materi- 
als and products is a growing trend. New parents, including those who 
haven’t always been keen on green living, want the healthiest options 
for their new baby. 

But for consumers new to the eco-friendly marketplace, going organ- 
ic can be a daunting task. “There’s a lot out there,” she said. “You just 
have to know what to look for.” 

As a start, she recommends seeking out low-emission paints, LED 
light bulbs, organic cotton changing pads and solid wood furniture. 

We spoke to McCandlish and got the lowdown on creating sustain- 
able spaces for babies. 


What sparked your interest in eco- 
friendly nurseries? 

I want to start a family soon, so 
I began thinking about how I’d 
design my nursery. As a LEED- 
certified designer. I’m educated in 
how chemicals in building prod- 
ucts can negatively affect indoor 
air quality. And this impact is 
even greater on an infant or child. 
Designing a healthy nursery and 
making sustainable purchases is 
not only healthy for our children 
but ensures the future health of 
our children’s planet. 

What are the health benefits 
of buying sustainable nursery 
products? 

Buying eco-friendly products min- 
imizes exposure to volatile organic 
compounds, also known as VOCs. 
These are toxic chemicals often 
introduced through new furniture. 


Particleboard is one of the primary 
sources of formaldehyde (a highly 
toxic compound) in the home. 

Also, because infants are in the 
primary development stages, they 
are considerably more vulnerable to 
the adverse health affects of VOCs 
than older children and adults. 

What should we look for on labels 
of green products? 

Labels like “eco-friendly” and 
“green” are vague. Look for “low- 
VOC” or “zero-VOC” labels in fur- 
niture and finishes. One hundred 
percent solid wood furniture and 
all-natural finishes will have the 
lowest emissions. Engineered 
wood, such as particleboard and 
plywood that is also labeled low- 
or zero-VOC, is the next-best thing. 
Products labeled “Greenguard Cer- 
tified” have met strict chemical 
emissions standards, and 
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Oeuf’s birch wood Sparrow crib ($730) can convert into a toddler bed, making it 
a good investment for parents who want sustainable pieces for their nursery. 


wood that is FSC [Forest Steward- 
ship Council] -certified has been 
responsibly harvested. Products 
labeled “Made in the USA” are 
guaranteed to have no lead paint, 
to meet our country’s product safe- 
ty standards. 

With bedding and floor cover- 
ings, look for tags that denote all- 
natural fibers like cotton, wool, 
bamboo and linen. Organic fibers 
are even better because they’ve 
never been treated with harsh pes- 
ticides or herbicides. 

Does it cost more to use organic 
and sustainable materials in a 
nursery? 

Nurseries can be inexpensive if 
you prioritize. Try focusing your 
green investments on the more 
frequently used items, like the 
crib and changing pads, rather 
than toys and clothes they’ll soon 
grow out of. In fact, for some, the 
crib might be the only item they 
splurge on. I think organic prod- 
ucts have become significant- 
ly less expensive in recent years 
because they’ve become so wide- 
ly available. 

What is the least-expensive way to 
make a nursery more sustainable? 

Put a gallon of zero-VOC paint on 
the walls and you’ll instantly trans- 
form the room. Also, used furni- 
ture over two years old has emit- 
ted the majority of any harmful 
chemicals and can be spruced up 
with a new water-based finish or 


zero-VOC paint. And, of course, 
the easiest and no-cost way to 
ensure the best indoor air quali- 
ty is to open the windows often to 
let in fresh air. 

What is the most important nurs- 
ery item to invest in? 

The crib, hands down, because 
babies spend so much time in 
them. There can’t be any chemi- 
cals or toxic paint that the child 
might chew on, pick at or ingest. 
Invest in a solid wood crib with a 
non-toxic finish that can convert 
into a toddler bed or a headboard. 
This way, your money goes a long 
way. For a list of new crib safety 
regulations, check out the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion’s website: Cpsc.gov. 

How do we know whether eco- 
friendly nursery design is more 
than just a trend? 

Companies have been making sus- 
tainable furniture for years, but I 
think the recent push to go green 
largely stems from health con- 
cerns. People are aware of — and 
afraid of — the consequences of 
VOCs, especially when it comes 
to their children. 

I think it’s a positive thing. 
We’re asking the right questions 
now: Where was this product 
made? Is it healthy? What is the 
finish? What chemicals, exact- 
ly, are involved? We’re becoming 
smarter consumers, megan buerger

SOAP OPERA QUEEN, EORMER MULLET-WEARER 


For 27 years, Kim Zimmer por- 
trayed Reva Shayne on the soap 
opera “Guiding Light ” a charac- 
ter known for dubbing herself the 
“Slut of Springfield” and marrying 
three members of the same fam- 
ily. In her book, “Fm Just Sayin’! 
Three Deaths, Seven Husbands, 
and a Clone! My Life as a Daytime 
Diva” ($27, New American Library 
Hardcover), Zimmer chronicles 
all the wacky story lines (time in 
an Amish community, time trav- 
eling), her life and the state of 
soaps today. 

People associate you with your 
iconic character. What do you 
and Reva have in common, and 
how are you different? 

I haven’t been married to every 
male member of one family; I’ve 
been married once to the same man 


for 30 years. And I don’t have any 
secret children on some fictitious 
island somewhere. But we share 
a love of family and the need to 
defend and protect them. 

Reva did some crazy stuff over 
the years. What was the nuttiest 
storyline? 

The cloning story! I remember 
when the executive producer called 
me into his office. I had had some 
scenes in a fertility clinic where 
Reva was freezing her eggs at 
around the same time they were 
cloning the sheep. I walked in and 
he said, “Fm going to pitch you a 
story line.” And I said, “What are 
you going to do, clone me?” 

What do you think when you 
look back at her hairstyles and 
clothes? 


I started soaps in 1979, so my hair- 
styles didn’t seem odd at the time. 
The female mullet, I had one of 
those, curly and short on the top, 
long at the back. And the ’80s — 
the big shoulder pads, humun- 
gous jewelry.

Are soaps a good place to be an 
actress as you get older? 

If you’re a leading lady of your soap, 
it helps, because you’ve already been 
established as a leading character 
on your show. And the longer you’re 
there, they give you more license to 
be whatever you’re going to be. 

What was the end of “Guiding 
Light,” which was cancelled in 
2009, like for you? 

It was very difficult. When we were 
working in the studio, we’d go to 
the studio floor and another set 
would have been torn down. They 
were slowly removing and tear- 
ing down the sets as we got done 
shooting in them. It was like hav- 
ing a limb removed. 

You’re now playing Echo DiSavoy 
on “One Life to Live.” Was it a 
hard transition after playing 
Reva for so long? 

It was difficult. I tried desperately 
and wanted to be as far removed 
from Reva as I could be. But the 
writers would drop in little lines. ... 
It was funny, and they were trying 
to do it to draw a “Guiding Light” 
audience. So they were really try- 
ing to make me be a little more like 
Reva than the original character

But the festival’s food — 
bratwursts, sauerkraut, vegeta- 
bles and pretzels — also deserves 
a “Frost!” especially if it’s served 
with Oktoberfest’s unofficial con- 
diment, mustard.

OK, the spicy, yellow sauce 
might not attract as much atten- 
tion as flaxen-haired St. Pauli girls 
hoisting hefferveisen, but it’s a big 
part of any German celebration. “I 
can’t imagine Oktoberfest with- 
out mustard,” says Barry Leven- 
son, curator of the National Mus- 
tard Museum (Mustardmuseum. 
com), which houses more than 
5,300 mustards from 79 countries. 
“Mustard’s been an integral part 
of Oktoberfest food since the 15th 
or I6th century.” 

In a mustard-seed shell, the 



bining them with the other ingre- 
dients and allowing them to soak 
for at least three hours (and some- 
times for several weeks). This mix- 
ture is then brought to a simmer 
and blended to a preferred consis- 
tency, though some chefs skip both 
final steps to create bold, whole 
grain mustard. 

But what separates these con- 
diments from that bright yellow 
stuff you slather on hot dogs at the 
ballpark? “German mustards are 
so much more striking than their 
American counterparts,” says Joel 
Hatton, executive chef at George- 
town’s Kafe Leopold (3315 M St. 
NW; 202-965-6005), which hosts 
a monthlong Oktoberfest party. 
That extra kick comes from add- 
ing whole mustard seeds into the 
mix (rather than relying on just pre- 
ground mustard powder), which 
pack a piquant punch. 

During Kafe Leopold’s celebra- 
tions, diners go through more than 
8 gallons of Hatton’s spicy spreads 
a week. One of the chefs most pop- 
ular poupons is port wine-sour 
cherry mustard, which adds an 
unexpected fruity, vinous flavor 
to his hickory-smoked duck slid- 
ers. However, it could be used to 
elevate other birds such as chicken 
or game hens. “The mustard brings

all the flavors together and gives 
it a nice zing ” Hatton says. 

Across town in the Atlas Dis- 
trict, Biergarten Haus (355 H St. 
NE; 202-388-4053) executive chef 
Andrew LaPorta slings almost as 
much yellow sauce as beer. But he 
actually spent 32 years loathing 
mustard before he began work- 
ing at the Germanic eatery. “I had 
to make it, but I couldn’t stand it,” 
LaPorta admits. “Now I can’t eat a 
piece of sausage without it.” 

LaPorta crafts four mustards 
in house, including his signature 
Sweet and Spicy Mustard (see reci- 
pe sidebar), which gets a boost from 
freshly grated horseradish and an 
earthy sweetness from the addi- 
tion of Kostriker dark beer. It’s also 
mixed into Oma’s Hackbraten (pic- 
tured, middle left) which is better 
known on this side of the Atlantic 
as Grandma’s Meatloaf, and served 
with the restaurant’s hearty meat 
and cheese platter. “You have to 
dunk German sausages in mustard 
to really understand their flavor,” 
he says. “It brings out something 
extra in the meat.” 

“It’s nice to see that this sim- 
ple condiment is getting all this 
attention,” says celebrated Austri- 
an chef Kurt Gutenbrunner, who 
recently published “Neue Cuisine: 
The elegant tastes of Vienna” ($45, 
Rizzoli). Though Oktoberfest isn’t

MUSTARD 


Ingredients 

» 1/2 cup black mustard seeds 
» 1/2 cup yellow mustard seeds 
» 1/4 cup chopped garlic 
» 1/2 cups dark brown sugar 
» 3/4 cup grated fresh 
horseradish 

» 1 cups Kostriker Black Bier 
(or similar dark beer) 

Toast yellow and black mustard 
seeds over high heat until they release 
their aroma. Combine with all other 
ingredients in large plastic container, 
whisking to dissolve brown sugar.

celebrated in Gutenbrunner’s home- 
land, he does throw a party for it at 
his New York eatery Blaue Cans, 
which has a menu filled with food 
such as wursts, wieners, schnitzels 
and sausages. 

However, he also shows that 
you can improve a continental 
classic with a little bit of the condi- 
ment. Gutenbrunner cooks moun- 
tain brook trout on skin till it’s 
crispy and served with a mustard 
seed sauce. “It’s the perfect com- 
bination,” he says. “You have the 
familiarity of the American trout 
mixed with the German tradition 
of the sauce.” 

If you don’t have time to mix up 
your own mustard to incorporate 
into a dish (or just to dunk some 
sausages in), head over to Cafe 
Mozart (1331 H St. NW; 202-347- 
5732), which sells directly from 
Deutschland jars. Or visit the 
National Mustard Museum e-store 
(Store.mustardmuseum.com) to 
buy more than 500 kinds of mus- 
tard, including tubes of addictive 
Thorny Scharfer Strong Senf 

And unlike those bratwursts 
and beers you’ll be enjoying at 
your home beer hall, mustard 
won’t ruin your diet. “It’s low 
in calories and fat,” says Lev- 
enson. “Not only is it incredibly 
versatile; it’s also very healthy.”

Book in the bathroom. 

That’s my new private short- 
hand for a scene in a movie that, 
with economy, subtlety and superb 
tonal inflection, sums up what the 
entire movie is about. It’s the scene 
that seals the deal, sticks the land- 
ing and makes a good film great. 
It’s the scene in “50/50” that nails 
it — narratively, emotionally and 
aesthetically. 

Written by Will Reiser based 
on his own experience with can- 
cer, “50/50” stars Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt as Adam, a mild-mannered 
NPR producer who is such a rule- 
follower that he even stops for the 


“Don’t Walk” sign while he’s jog- 
ging. “I don’t smoke; I don’t drink,” 
he says disbelievingly when he gets 
his diagnosis. “I recycle.” 

As Adam arrives on that far 
shore where chemotherapy, debil- 
itating symptoms and looming 
mortality become his new reality. 


he discovers who in his life he can 
count on. Will it be his feisty but 
self-involved mother, played with 
bracing ferocity by Anjelica Hus- 
ton? Or his artist girlfriend (played 
by Bryce Dallas Howard)? 

Then there’s Adam’s best 
friend, Kyle (Seth Rogen), who

makes Michael Stipe and Volde- 
mort jokes when Adam preemp- 
tively shaves his head and seeks to 
buck up his pal by invoking Lance 
Armstrong: “He keeps getting it!” 
he says cheerfully. 

Such is the low-key, irreverent 
wit that propels “50/50” (the title 
refers to Adam’s chances), which 
was in part inspired by Rogen’s 
own friendship with Reiser dur- 
ing the writer’s illness (he’s now 
in remission). 

Chief among a fatal illness’s 
unexpected silver linings, “50/50” 
suggests, are the friends and loved 
ones who show up, however inex- 
pertly. Anna Kendrick brings the 
same stiff-necked primness to 
the role of a therapist assigned to 
advise Adam, a woman so young 
she doesn’t get his “Doogie Hows- 
er” reference and whose strained 
attempts at comforting him never 
manage to connect as intended. 

The question of just who, if any- 
one, will truly show up for Adam 
turns out to be the fulcrum of 
“50/50,” a movie that barely makes 
filmgoers notice that they’ve come to 
care deeply not only about whether 
Adam makes it, but for the friends 
he makes in chemo, too. 

And it’s that question — made 
more urgent by a medical crisis but 
universal at its core — that the film- 
makers answer so simply and mov- 
ingly with that book in the bath- 
room. The moment encapsulates 
everything that makes “50/50” so 
good, from Reiser’s unforced writ- 
ing and Levine’s astute direction 
to the lead players’ appealing, un- 
showy performances. 

Considering that any one of 
those elements could have scut- 
tled its fragile mix of drama, com- 
edy and life-and-death stakes, 
“50/50” beats the odds with 
modest, utterly winning ease.

Dale vs. Evil,” Tucker (Alan Tudyk) 
and Dale (Tyler Labine) are work- 
ing-class Appalachian fellas headed 
to a deep-woods shack that Tuck- 
er calls his vacation home. As they 
briefly cross paths with a generic 
crew of good-timing college camp- 
ers, the film introduces its crossed- 
wires M.O.: The guys are tongue- 
tied and goofy in the face of young, 
pretty girls, and the youngsters 
misinterpret their awkward grins 
as sinister taunts straight out of 
“Deliverance.” 

When, out in the woods. Tucker 
and Dale wind up saving one of the 
girls from drowning, her pals think 
they’ve kidnapped her. Their inept 
“rescue” attempt gets some of them 
killed, and each accidental death 
fuels two opposite theories: To the 
youths, it looks like a vicious plot 
by deranged hillbillies; to Tucker 
and Dale, it’s an inexplicable epi- 
demic of collegiate suicide. 

The script manages to turn mis- 
understandings into a full-on feud 
while keeping both parties in the 
dark about the other’s intentions, 
with the violence escalating hilar- 
iously up until a climax straight 
out of the 1914 damsel in distress 
serial, “The Perils of Pauline.”

CONTAGION (PG-13, 102 MINUTES) 
Before this movie is over, you will stop 
unconsciously touching your face. The 
script, which is reportedly based on solid 
scientific research about disease and its 
transmission, treatment and control, is 
admirably unsensational. And that’s even 
considering the fact that the virus at the 
heart ofthe story has a shorter and more 


lethal incubation period than anything 
we’ve previously seen. Gwyneth Paltrow, 
whose Beth Emhoff is the first to come 
down with the new disease, is dead min- 
utes into the movie.

Refn, a Danish director, is known 
for his love of blood, and when the plot 
of “Drive" quickens, he finds plenty of 
chances to indulge in his penchant for 
lurid, stylized violence. But even his 
most fetishized flourishes are tempered 
here. Low-key, sleek and sophisticated, 
“Drive" provides the visceral pleasures 
of pulp without sacrificing art. a.h. 
FRIGHT NIGHT (R, 120 minutes) “Fright 
Night" improves on the premise it has 
been handed, producing a modernized 
version of a decades-old story that’s 
superior to its predecessor in virtually 
every aspect. In this case, “Fright Night" 
director Craig Gillespie remakes Todd 
Holland’sl985 horror comedy of thesame 
name. The story still steals from Alfred 
Hitchcock’s masterpiece “Rear Window," 
with awkward teenager Charlie Brewster 
(Anton Yelchin) casting suspicions that 
his mysterious new neighbor, Jerry (Colin 
Farrell), is a vampire. As Charlie’s accu- 
sations fall on deaf ears, the arrogant 
Jerry engages in a deadly cat-and-mouse 


game that draws in Charlie’s childhood 
friend (Christopher Mintz-Plasse) and 
his girlfriend (Imogene Roots). At its 
best, “Fright Night" mixes sly pop-culture 
references, “Twilight" jabs and Scooby 
gang jokes with legitimately suspense- 
ful horror sequences sure to unnerve 
even the most seasoned genre fans. s.o. 
THE HELP (PG-13, 137 minutes) Fans of 
Kathryn Stockett’s folksy, ingratiating 
novel of the same name can rest easy: 
The director, Tate Taylor — a childhood 
friend of the author who, like her, grew 
up in Jackson, Miss., where the story is 
set — has preserved the book’s story 
line, charactersand confidingtone with 
loyalty worthy of any best friend. Read- 
ers who felt they came to intimately 
know characters such as Celia (Jessica 
Chastain) and Skeeter (Emma Stone) are 
likely to greettheir alter egos on screen 
like cherished, long-lostfriends— espe- 
cially the nobly suffering Aibileen, here 
broughtto quietly watchful life by Viola 
Davis.
